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"Coraunlc&ticn intelligence* as used herein shall be construed to 
naan all procedure* and methods used 1 a the interception of cormunications 
and the obtaining of informtion from, ouch communications by other than 
the intended recipients. 

“Foreign government” as used herein shall be construed to include in 
its nooning any person or persons acting or purporting to act for or on 
behalf of any faction, party, department, agency, bureau, or military force 
of or within a foreign country, or for or on behalf of any government or 
any person or persons purporting to act an a government within o foreign 
country, whether or not such {^vernment Is recognised by the baited states. 

•Cperational control” comprises those functions of eomaod involving 
the composition of subordinate forces, the assignment of tasks, the designa- 
tion of objectives, and tho authoritative dtrectico necessary to aoccx^pliah 
tlw mission. 

“Technical control* is the specialized or professional guidance and 
direction exercised by an authority in technical natters. 

•doss support* is that action of the supporting force against targets 
or objectives which are sufficiently near the supported force as to require 
detailed: integration or coordination of the supporting action with tho 
fire, movement, or other actions of the supported force. 

•Logistic support” is support involving i (l) Design and development, 
acquisition, storage, movement, distribution, maintenance, evacuation and 
disposition of material} (2) induction, classification, training, assign- 
ment, welfare, movement, evacuation and separation of personnel} (3) 
acquisition or construction, maintenance, operation, and disposition of 
facilities} and (h) acquisition or furnishing of services. It comprises 
both planning. Including determination of requirements, and implomentatlon. 

•Administrative control” is control of administration over subordinate 
or other organisations portaining to personnel management, supply, services 
and ot2»r matters not included in the operational missions of the subordina 
or other organizations. 

•Operational intelligence” ic intelligence required by operational 
corauBndora for planning and executing all types of operations.
